Gemini Ren- 
jila, secretary of th* Colombian legation 
at Washington, who has bs*n fighting 
tor the government againat tb* rebel* in 
tha interior, left here today on board 
the steamship City of Para, which will 
lake this correspondence to New York.

IB hcML-Coloiuhia baaa* h*r claims on 


th* following facto: 


Under a 'royal order of tb* King of 


Spain, iu 1803, hi* majesty annexed tbe 
Mosquito coast to Santa de di Bogota, 
and when Colombia, gained her mde- 
peedABo* In 1010 she htcam* tb« right- 
ful possessor of the Mohtroito eoaat, as- 
eigned to her by the principle* of nti 
poMidetis "as yon poasess" (the basis or 
principle of a treaty which leave* bellig- 
erents totally in possession of what thej 
acquire by arms during tbe war) «nc 
exercised dominion over that territory 
apto 1884. 


Even in the treaty between Colombia 


and the Central American states tbe 
former did not relinquish her claim to 
the Mosquito territory. 


Peace having been restored the Colom 


%ian government is busily occupied in 
collecting a forced loan of $1,000,000 to 
cover the expenses of tbe late politic* 
trouble* and to prepare for emergencies 
In consequence of the war in, rates now 
being waged between the Pacific Mai 
Steamship company and tbe Panama 
Bailroad company it is expected that the 
price of passage to New York will again 
bs reduced to $20. 


Steamship Company 


The Costa Ricaa govefaineat 


signed a three years' contract with 
Colonel W. P. Tiedel, acting for the 
Pacific Mail Steamship company, grant- 
fag the company a subsidy of $12,00( 
annually. In return, the compan: 
agrees to continue it* present fines o 
•teamen to Buuta Arena* to convey free 
«f charge all postal,matter to Costa 
Rica, or from Costa Rica to Panam 
mod San Francisco and 
intermediate 


points. The company also reduces it* 
tariff 50 per ceut for the passage 
artisans, agricultural laborers and other* 
who desire to emigrate to Costa Rica. 


In addition, freight on material forth 


construction of railroad* or public works 
is reduced 85 per cent, and the com 
pauy's steamers are exntpted of all due* 
except lighthouse dues, which shall no 
exceed $100 per annum. 
Th* govern- 


ment is free to make contracts with other 
•teamship lines, but not on other condi- 
tions than those granted to the Pacific 
Mail Steamship company. The contract 
terminates April 8,1896.

As might be expected, Great Britain 


easily take1) the lead in tonnage, al- 
though Italy will send one more ship, 
the British fleet numbering eight ships, 
while the Italians send nine. The Brit- 
ish vessels have a total tonnage of 09,310, 
as against 58,331 for the Italian ships. 
Tbe British also have the largest vessels, 
•ending four monster battleships each of 
14,150 ton* burden, nearly 400 tons 
larger thau our own fine battleships of 
the Indiana class. They are armed with 
1* 1-2 inch guna, but two of the Italian 
•hips exceed this battery,'the Lauria and 
Doris carry in ac the largest guns afloat, 
of a caliber of 17 inches. 


Tbe British fleet will consist of the 


following snips: Battleships Royal Sov- 
ereign, Empress of India, Repulse and 
Resolution; protected cruisers Blenheim 
and Belloua, and torpedo vessel* Speedy 
and Halcyon. 
Tbe Italian fleet, next in strength, in 


eludes the four battleships, Sardegna, 
Re TJmberto, Ruggero and Andrea Do- 
na, the protected cruisers Strombolie 
and Etruria, the torpedo vessels Aretnsa 
and Partonope, aud the royal yacht Sa- 
Toia. 
Next to Italy, and third on the list in 
tonnage, comes the United States with, 
the armored cruiser New York, and the 
cruisers Minneapolis. Columbia aud 
Marblehead, aggregating 25,039 tons. If 
Great Britain and Italy can boast the 
largest and tha most powerful ships, the 
United States can easily claim the 
championship in point of speed, for no 
foreign ship can come near the peerless 
Minneapolis, with her record of 83.073 
knots, even the fleetest torpedo vessel at 
the show, the Italian Aretusa, scoring 
but 80.7 knots at her best. 
Russia stands number four in the list 


of tonnage with three ships, the battle- 
ship Imperator Alexander II, the coast 
defense ship Grozisntchi and the ar-

France make* the worst showing, with

WASHINGTON*, May M.- In the death 


of Jose Marti, who was killed at Santi- 
ago de Cuba on Monday, the insurgents 
;ose their greatest leader. 
Marti was a 


politician rather than a soldier, although 
tie had had previous experience in the 
Seld. He pomewed excellent adminis- 
trative qualities, and it was through his 
efforts mainly that the numerous clubs 
of Cuban sympathizers were formed in 
this couutry. Through these clubs large 
sniua of money were raised to aid tbe re- 
bellion, while" th« members, individually j 
and collectively, used their efforts to 
create a sentiment in the United States 
favorable to the Cuban cause. It was 
Marti upon whom the revolutionists re- 
lied to secure from the American con- 
gress next winter a recognition of their 
belligerency. 
It was his intention to 


visit the principal countries of Europe 
after the revolution had obtained greater 
headway and secure from them a recog- 
nition of the new republic, also.

A OLAHCE AT THE COTTBT. 


The Supreme Court of the United 


States that has just decided the In- 
come tax to be unconstitutional, is 
composed of nine Judges. 
Of these 


Justices Gray, Brewer, Shlras, Har- 
lan and Brown, five in all, are Re- 
publicans, and Chief Justice Fuller 
with Justices Field, Jackson and 
White, four in. all, are Democrats. 
Justice Field was a Republican when 
appointed by President Lincoln in 
1893, bnt became a JDemoerat after 
the war. 
- 
- 


Chief Justice Fuller and Justice 


Field, Democrats, and Justices Gray, 
Brewer and Shins, Republicans, five 
in all, held that the income tax was 
unconstitutional. 
Justices Harlan 


and Brown, Republicans, and Jackson 
and White, Democrats, four in al), 
held that it was constitutional. 


Every Judge who voted to declare 


the incoms tax unconstitutional is 
from the North, while three of the 
four Judges who veted to declare it 
constitutional, are from tbe South. 
Justice Brown, of Michigan, is the 
only Northern member of the court 
who voted to sustain the validity of 
the tax. 


Tbe only Judge of the present 


court who served during war times 
was Justice Field, who was appointed 


1863; 
and if he shall continue In 


service for something less than two 
years more he will have served the 
longest term of any member of that 
court since its organization. 
He is 


the single member of toe present 
cjurt who sustained the Income tax 
along with other war measures dur 
ing the war, but he is now resolutely 
against it, believing that it is not in 
harmony with our system of govern- 
ment. 


It is worthy of note that tbe in- 


come tax would have been declared 
constitutional after Justice Jackson 
had joined the court, had not Jus- 
tice Sliiras, of Pennsylvania, changed 
his attitude on tbe question, revers- 
ing his decision at the first hearing 
of the case a few months ago. He is 
one of the ablest jurists of the court 
and certainly one of the most con- 
sclentie*. It required «reat cour- 
age for a Judge to change his judg- 
ment within a month on a question 
of such moment, but none will ques- 
tion the integrity of his judgment.— 
Phil Times.

The former declare that 
the introduction of physical training 
marked the beginning of the decline of 
learning, aud that the standard of the 
colleges ft centers of intelligence is sure 
to grow lower a* long as the present 
status continue* The others say tbat 
this IB an erroneous aud mischievous 
view; that physical excellence is at 
greatly to be desired as mental supe- 
riority ; that the two go hand in hand, 
and that the exciting competitive con- 
testa between college teams in football, 
baseball, track athletic* and rowing, 
though but a small proportion of all the 
students can take part in them, are a very 
necessary and beneficial part of the entire 
scheme 


Tho contest between the ideas ad- 


vanced and so valiantly put forth by 
both these classes, which has so far de- 
veloped most over football at Harvard, 
ia evidently hardly begun as yet, and 
we may expect to see and hear a great 
deal upon the subject during the next 
few years. 


Possibly the extremists in both classes 


have gone a little* too far. Extremists 
usually go too far. But without extrem- 
ists, or, if yon will, without cranks, on 
either side, the other would fall an easj 
' prey, and we would have colleges ei t.hei 
entirely without any spirit for physical 
development or with that spirit devel- 
oped to a damaging degree. Either oi 
these conditions, in the view of the eon- 
sensitive thinking man, would be worse 
than the present condition of constant 
combat over the question. To a certain 
extent at least a lively fight is a health; 
thing, and go we say let the melee gc 
on. It's a good thing. 


In new of th« economic changes, mil- 


lionaire 'fortune*, great industrial cor- 
porations, etc., that have come upon the 
wene since tho United States eoostitn 
tion wa« adopted, wonld the fathers, if 
they conld cniae back and make the con- 
ftitntion over again, frame it exactly as 
they did before? 
Undoubtedly they 


would1 not. For one thing they would 
make it unmistakably clear whether an 
income tax weve constitutional or not 
Undoubtedly if a majority of them, in 
their aew reincarnation, were million- 
aire*, they wonld pnf into the supreme 
law of the land provision tor all time 
against an income tax. If, on the other 
hand, they came back «« poor a* they wow 
the other time, then they wonld inaert » 
olatue allowing an income tax to ht 
(•vied wheu the country was bard np 
and getting deeper into debt every day.

.-N UP TO DATE FIREPROOF AND 


BURGLAR PROOF DEPOSITORY.

The latest burgbtr proof lafu* and 


vailts are maguifkeut specimens of 
bkillfnl •workmanship. 
Although the 


doors often weigh tons, they awing at 
easily ou their hiugea as a window shut- 
ter. 
After the first great door ia thrown 


back and displays its glittering array of 
bright locka, ita glac* incased clock* 
aud ita smooth ateel bolts there U an- 
other door almost aa strong, with bolts 
and locks of it* own. When this is open 
it reveals three other doors. The uppei 
two are of thin steel and have no locks. 
Only papers and books are to be kept in 
the little pocket* or pigeonholes which 
they inclose. 


Under them and shuttjug in the cash 


drawer there is the third door with its 
own lock aud bolta 
In this safe the 


aize of the cash repository bears about 
the same relation to tfio aize of the 
whole safe as a pumpkin seed~doee to 
the pumpkin. And it is not only burglar 
proof hat fireproof—warranted, in fact, 
to stand for at least 75 hours the great- 
est amount of heat that any* burning 
building could give it 


The making of a safe of this land is 


a complicated and expensive operation. 
All the steel used cornea in the form of 
plates from tho works. 
After having 


the necessary screw holes bored iu them 
they are heated to a high temperature 
and then tempered by suddenly immers- 
ing thriia in water. When they come out 
they are often a bttle twisted and 
warped, and have to be rolled cold aud 
sometimes polished clean by a swiftly 
uioving emery wheeL The noise of this 
operation is ear splitting and so rasping 
that a man with ordinary nerves can 
hardly en<raro it When the plate is per- 
fectly level it is transferred to another 
machine, where it is clamped tight, and 
an emery wheel shaves off the edges. 


The plates are now put together, first 


one of hard steel, then one of wrought 
iron or soft steel, and so on until the 
necessary thickness is obtained. 
From 


the irou the safe receives its tenacious 
qualities—it cannot be cracked or bro- 
ken as easily as ateel, aud the steel im- 
parts a hardness that defies the burglar's 
drill The screws are also made of com- 
bined sreel aud iron. 
Each of them is 


only long enough to reach through two 
plates, and the screws which join the 
third, fourth and fifth plates to the first 
are never directly under any other 
screws, so that there is no chance for a 
burglar to tx>w> down through a row of 
screws* The plates are also drawn very 
close together, for if any spuce was left 
between them a safe blower might suc- 
ceed in getting his dynamite into it. 


Between the interior and exterior 


walls of the safe a large amount of hy- 
dmuiic cement, combined with other in- 
gredient!!, usually according to a secret 
recipe, is packed solidly. In case of fire 
the theory is that the water iu the ce- 
ment—about 43 per cent—will, owing 


the hew of the outside covering, be- 


come steam, partially, at least, and be 
driven clot.e to the inner wall 
Here it 


will remain and furnish a, blanket im- 
pervious to hear. All tho bolts are cylin- 
drical and from an inch up to two inches 
in diameter. 


Combination locks are now used ex- 


clusively. 
The mechanism of most of 


them is extremely simpla 
In cue lock 


there are n number of round brass disks 
or "tumblers," each pivoted at the cen- 
ter on a small shaft which runs through 
the safe door and connect* with the lock 
knob. Each tumbler has a slit in it just 
the size of the steel aria which controls 
the bolts and reaching nearly back to 
the center. 
When all these slits are to- 


gether aud pointing in exactly the sann> 
direction the arm slips into them and 
the bolts cau bo thrown. But if the slit 
in a single one of the tumblers is even 
a thousandth of an inch out of lino the 
arm will not slip back 
The disks are 


set a short distance apart and small 
screws with big heads are fastened at 
random over thorn. 
As these strike to- 


gether in turning the tumblers whirl, 
and a man might tunTthe lock knob a 
thousand years without once getting the 
slits in all the tumblers together. 
But 


the juiui who knows just how far to 
turn one way and then how far back 
again according to the combination num- 
bers has no trouble at all 
I The combination aud uumbeii* are eas- 
ily changed by changing the screws in 
the disk. 
Many of the best safes aud 


vaults are now being provided with 
time locks. 
Two and sometimes three 


clocks are inclosed in glass cases just in- 
side of the safe door. When the door ia 
locked, no one can open it again uuti] 
tho clock hands have traveled the set 
distance around the dial and touched a 
little trigger which releases the bolts. 
More than ouo clock is used, so that ij 
one runs down the others will go on one 
perform their duty. 
In the big banks 


the vaults are cloned about 5 o'clock in 
tho evening and set to open a little bo- 
fore 0 o'clock in tbe morning. 
It is i 


general impression that an export bur 
glar can-open a combination lock by lis- 
tening to the clicking Bounds, bnt deal 
eri say it is not possible for any one to 
do it. 
If a safe owner forgets his com 


bination, the wife has to bo bored into. 
There i« no other way of opening it-

Probably no better illustration can be 


had, even at the present time, of the 
greaf importance of free acoew of air to 
woodwork i-as a means of protection 
against premature decay than the results 
of an investigation, conducted a fe 
years ago, into the causes of au accident 
in an expensive apartment house in one 
of the principal cities of the United 
StatM, in whiub n portion of oue of the 
upper floors gave way, and, in falling, 
carried along corresponding sections of 
the several floors below, lauding the 
whole mass of wreckage in the cellar. 
It was found that c fortunately unusual 
system of floor construction had been 
adopted in the building in question, the 
spaces between the wooden beams hav- 
ing been filled with ashes, presumably 
with the view of making a comparative 
ly fireproof structure. 


Whatever its merits in this respect 


may have been, there was no question 
whatever that the mixture of aab.es 
formed a most efficient barrier agaiosi 
the access of air to the timbers, and 
any moisture that was inherently in 
them or afterward found its way to 
them through the tiling above had little 
opportunity of being carried away by 
any ventilating air currents. The beams 
simply had to rot, and that compara 
tively quickly. In the subsequent work 
of reconstruction of the floors, however, 
good care was taken that they should 
not again suffer in the ssnio viy. 


Mill architects generally appreciate 


the preserving influence of free air cir- 
culation so thoroughly that they care- 
fully guard against even the painting of 
any floor beams which are cpea to the 
suspicion of imperfect seasoning. Where 
any moisture is still present in the wood 
a coat of paint or tar or anything else 
impervious to air, ordinarily looked 
upon aa a protective agent, simply pre- 
vents this moisture from escaping, and 
thus, instead of guarding against rapid 
decay, really promotea it to a very ma- 
terial degree. Happily ihis cironmstauw 
Is becoming properly recognized and is 
beginning to receive a due share of at- 
tention. — Gassier 's Magazine.

When a rainbow appears in the sfy, tbe 
Zuni Indians and those of many other 
tribes turn their backs upon the beauti- 
ful sight and covertly imprecate the 
unfriendly spirit. "—New York World.

latter meshing with » similar gear on 
the upper end of a vertical ihaf t on 
whose lower end is secured the hub of 
a rotary dasher. 


Plate* of somewhat diamond shape 


extend diagonally from the hub, the 
plates being adapted to agitate the milk 
in the bottom of the churn body. Slid- 
ing upon the rertical shaft is a sleeve 
npou which are located two apertured 
disks, constituting the vertical dasher, 
to which movement U communicated by 
means of a link connecting the upper 
end of the sleeve with the crank portion 
of the driving abaft at the top. By sim- 
ply disconnecting the upper end of the 
link from the crank the movement of 
the vertical dasher ceases, and a slight 
lateral movement of the driving shaft 
disconnects the bevel gears through 
which the rotary shaft is operated, both 
movements being thus readily controlled 
by the operator for the nae of both dash- 
ers together or either one separately, a* 
may be desired. 


DUferenc* In Cow*. 


Additional food given in the ration ia 


quite sufficient to supply tbe demands 
of the cow for an average product of 
something over 20 pounds of milk a 
day having 4 per cent of fat, but it is 
the caro that cows differ in the ability 
to dispose of the food to tbe greatest 
profit, and all the food in the very best 
cows does not go to make milk or even 
to snpport life. There is some waste 
that is lost by indigestion of the food. 
As an example of this difference tbe fol- 
lowing figures aro given. Five cows 
were fed together all the same in every 
respect for five years. The results for 
the different cows of different breeds 
were as follows, in regard to the yield 
of milk under ordinary circumstances 
and with the bent care:

This example is typical both of the 


proportionate yield of the different ani- 
mals and of the proportionate ability of 
each breed to respond to the better treat- 
ment aud feed, and if the*differeuces 
are figured out it will be found that in 
this regard these cows tafcu precedence, 
as thus: First, the scrub, then the Short- 
horn and Ayreshire together, then the 
Holstein, aud the Jersey last. For the 
proportionate increase under the better 
core and feeding is 67, 65, 58 and 86, 
percent, respectively.—Exchange. 


When » Cow Baa Tuberculosis. 


This disease is indicated by a general 


falling off in condition of the animal. 
The skin becomes hard, and the hair 
rough. If the lungs are affected, there 
is a cough, quickly becoming deeper, 
and tbe breathing is short and quick. If 
the bowels are the seat of the disease, 
there is obstinate diarrhea and loss of 
appetite. If the generative organs are 
diseased, the cow is always uneasy aud 
restless, but does uot get iu calf. If the 
udder is affected, the milk is thin aud 
blue, more so than wheu the other or- 
gans mentioned are diseased, and the 
teats and udder have hard fcuots or nod 
nles in them. As the disease increases 
these symptoms become more pronounc 
ed, and tbe emaciation is extreme; the 
breath is offensive and the cough more 
severe. The first symptom is often au 
unusual brightness of the eyes, and a 
short, quick breath soon follows, al- 
though the animal may appear very lit- 
tle naoctea oy tne disease for months, 
after which the progress is more rapid. 
At times the animal may recover, but 
still retain the germs of the disease iu a 
latent form. In this case the existence 
of the disease is immediately .apparent 
on tho injection of tuberculin, which 
thus becomes a sure test of the presence 
of the disorder in an animal—Montreal 
Herald.
